Mayer said he was told the commit- 
tee also “wants to check out the 
records on this gun in connection with 
the killings of Mafia hitmen — that 
this gun was really owned by the Mafia 
and given to Ruby to kill Oswald.” 

The Warren Commission didn’t give 
any indication that it traced the origin 
of the revolver or tested it ballistically. 

Mayer called the. gun’s possible 
Mafia connection “far-fetched” and 
said Ruby usually carried a revolver 
wedged under the waistband of his 
trousers. 

“Jack carried the gun in his waist- 
band because he carried large sums of 
cash with him from his clubs,’’ Mayer 
said. “He never had a bank account 
that I knew oL” : '

For Ruby, .Mayer called criminal 
attorney Tom Howard, who was the 
first of a long list of defense lawyers 
hired and fired by the Dallas nightclub 
owner. 

Ruby died Jan. 3, 1967, leaving 
behind little more than the revolver 
and other personal belongings — and 
$46,000 in federal taxes and $2,000 in 
state taxes still owed by his estate. 

If the revolver were sold, iMayer 
said, money from the sale might be 
enough to pay the tax bills many times' 
over.
